Attached from Legat, London ^ reports 
that as a result of recent Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) bombings in England 
resulting in numerous deaths , on 11/25/74 
Home Secretary Roy Jenkins introduced an 
emergency bill in the House of Parliament 
to curb IRA activities. 

In brief, bill outlaws IRA and 
members; supporters of IRA are liable to 
five years imprisonment and unlimited 
fines; and contains measures to imprison 
and fine anyone wearing uniform- type 
clothing such as adopted by Provisional 
IRA. 

Bill will give police wider powers tc 
search, seize and detain for questioning 
persons suspected of IRA activity as well 
as wider powers in questioning and 
detaining for investigation persons 
entering the United Kingdom and suspected 
of IRA support. 

Bill was expected to become law 
11/28/74 but many MP»s feel bill is not 
strong enough and death penalty should be 
re-imposed for terrorist acts; if death 
penalty clause of bill goes to debate, 
bill will undoubtedly be delayed.

is the provision for prosecution in the Republic of Ireland 
of terrorist-type offenses committed in Northern Ireland* 
This is a substitute for an extradition bill as the GOI 
apparently believe that extradition is politically un- 
acceptable. The bill applies to a number of terrorist-type 
offenses in Northern Ireland, jU% murder, kidnapping , 
hijacking, etc., and contains provisions for heavy penalties 
for relatively minor crimes and wider powers f or sarch and 
arrest. 

The bill also applies anywhere in the world for 
prosecution in the Republic of those charged with conspiracy 
to cause an explosion and related offenses. Persons who 
assist fugitives engaged in these offenses will be subject 
to prosecution for the same crime as the fugitive himself. 
The bill is expected to pass after strenuous debate; however, 
cannot be implemented until corresponding measure is passed 
by Parliament, where similar bill has not yet been introduced.

Finding the cause 

poucB ArreNDiNo A KAIL cnuH mult 
ahmyt be alive to the pbsiibility that it 
may have rcniUed from a crimiiiftl act. 
The cause may be quKe clear and the 
need for immediate itepc to trace the 
offenden obvious. If for example the 
train ran into a stove on the line, the 
oAicefi know that they have a crime on 
their hands even if it may turn out that 
the oldest of the perpetrators is only 
nine yean and 11 monUu old. In other 
cases the f acU will be less clear and the 
Police will need lo work closety with 
the railway opentinf and cnginecdnt 
specialisu. These officials wiU ahmys ba 
quidt to let the FoUee kMum if they 
have any nHpiclom that a crime hu 
been committed or if they are unable 
to rule it out by asiaUidiint the cauia. 

Following an' accident to a train Ola 
foltowing inquiries may be held: (1) A 
very searchins private "departmeatal 
inquiry" carried out by senior rail 
officials. (2> The Secretary of Sute for 
the Environment may order a highly 
qualified member of his Railway Inspec- 
torate to conduct a public inquiry into 
any accident to a train on a passenger 
railway or any aoddeat invohring death 
or Injury. Unlike the departmenul 
inquiry, this hu a statutory foundation 
—the Regulation of Raihrays Act 1S7I. 
The report, wMch may include preven- 
tive racommendatloat* is made. public 
and usually teitiflca to the thoroughness 
of the search (or tnith. (3) FiMlly. in 
England and Wales, a coroner's inquest 
follows if there is a faullty. A member 
of the inspectorete may be appointed 
assessor to assist the coroner with tech- 
nical matters. This was done following 
the 112-dcath crash at Harrow abd 
Weakbtone in 1952. Similar arrange- 
ments may be made in Scotland to 
assist the local procurator fiscal in his 
inquiry. (Of course if all the ftscals an 
like the hero of a popular TV aerias, 
thb technical assistance wouM be ^ite 
wpcrfluous.)

Theae reputable con* 
cems are then used as references, but are themselves duped 
when extremely Urge orders follow promptly after the ' 
settled account* with oo inientioo of paymeot for thcaa 
nibsequent oiders. The goods are then rapidly sold fay the 
fraudsmen at ''knock down'* prices to various outlets. 

The type of goods involved can run through the whols 
spectrum of supply, including confectionery, general food- 
stuflb, pfatttic ware, both high and low value electrical goods, 
btaakeUt woollens, clothing, clodts, toiletries etc etc, 
ahhougb one basic similarity will generally be that the goods 
vvUl be the smt in popular public demaad at the time in 
qpMstioo, and suiuMe for quick disposal either in cut-rate 
stores or street markets. An eicception to this generality could 
be where the fraudsmen have themselves obtained control of 
a failing wholesale or retail outlet of good reputation, and 
then use it ruthlessly both to obtain and to dispose of goods 
of the kind the outlet previously handled legitimately.The 
conspiracies can be very widespread, and cause losses to 
honest firms of hundreds of thousands of pounds. They can 
be truly international, and indeed have in the past adversely 
affected our country's trading reputation. 

Very tnteresting, you may reflect, but surely these are 
specialised detective matters and of no practical interest to 
ordinary Policemen patrolling, in motor cars and on foot, 
whether in plain clothes or unifonm. This is "fraud squad ^ 
Stnir* yott MOT, and so--in the latter stages— it certainly is, 
but, atwftkttt crimes o/conseq$ienee, motor vehicles are used 
at neariy all stages of thci« crimes and sre invariably used to 
transport goods to ceruin torn of premises; in fact vehicles 
are the linchpins and general carriers of these ftatida. The 
consfHraton are thereby vulnerable to shtewd and wido* 
awake street Policemen, but in a differtnt way from the dinet 
gtnti ottmU as I hope to show you. 

All peace officers, of whatever grade or function, should 
be worldly wise and have a practical and even materialistic 
understanding of all criminal behaviour. So, with a view to 
frttstratiDg these conspincies and better to pcotea the pubUc: 

Watch for 

04efMtr ^ tkepremisei of Job ht bityen. On the face oT it 
these tniilen are in the market to buy up bankrupt stock 
or Unes that are "sticking", and which other traders wish 
to be rid of. Of course there are honest job lot men, but 
eqpcrience shows they are frequently a popular outlet for 



long firm rraudsmen's goods.' If you have job lot buyers* 
premises on your patch, watch the yebidcs delivering goods 
there. (A note of the index marks in a diary ia an excellent 
idea, it is so convincing when produced later ai "back up** 
for your oral cvideiKc in the witness box.) 

If you see premises you suspect may be L.F. outlets, 
remember a difficulty for senior detectives in eventual 
prosecution is to link the "front man" with the principal 
in the badcground. So, from that point of view, the index 
marks of cars and vans seen at the premises, and particularly 
tkeJhqiuHey they are seen there, can be of great assistance 
later. Not all L.F. fraudsmen deliver goods and, in such a 
case^ these index marks can help to ireoe the quasi- 
respectable buyers with a view to proving at subsequent 
prosecution the purchase of goods well below cost price. 

Since the virtual end of reuil price maintenance, setting 
below recommended prices is not now as strong sn indicator 
of "something wrong" as perhaps it once was, but if the 
nu^ty of the goods are well below the sale price or similar 
gear $M by reoMHoMy similar traders itt the same am, 
H may still be a good pointer. 

The sort oT premises that might be suspicious— you 
BMH uae both your own local knowledge and that of your 
respectable commercial informants here— are the perw 
manently unsuccessful shop premises, every ares has them, 
those that have seen many changes of occupant, and which 
suddenly blossom into intense activity. Perhaps a senior 
detective colleague can find out discreetly if the shop- 
fittings, the btuiness furniture, aiid the or store itself 
are on very short Wrings or leases 7 A combination of these 
factors can be very suspicious. The empty warehouse. 
Jong disused, that suddenly becomes a "cash and carry" 
emporium should similarly awaken your interest, especially 
where the **warehousemen" aeem newer carefully to check 
with lorry drivers cither the receipt or despatch of goods. 

Watch for 

#7V regular attendance of a pri¥ate vehicle of some 
qaafity and style at any such suspect premises. It may 
indicate the identity of the backer, or one of his principal 
associates, and be vital evidence later on to link all the 
conspirators. Remember you are no longer looking pri' 
manly for suave and polished commercisl rraudsncn, 
thou^ of course these still exist. Long firm frauds have 
been so successful in the last few decades that they now 
attract every sort of thief, even those who in the past made 
their money by violent crime. There is good reason to 
believe that money made by trading in prostitution, and 
by pornography, is "invested" in long firm ftsuds, so quite 
r(wgh4ooking "minders** may visit the premises in their 
cars just to see that the backer is not himself being 
defrauded. If the outlet or premises are outside London, 
watch for the Greater London Coundl registration man- 
bers. and run C.R.O. checks oo the registered owners 
You may be surprised. 

waicn TOT 

#The commercial vehicle that has recently left a suspected 
long firm fraudsman's premises, loaded with goods pro- 
sumably to deliver to an outlet. There are subtle, but none- 
theless tangible, difTeienoes from the usual commercial 
pattern of delivery. For example, instead of the honest 
inethod v^re the driver involved would have detailed 
delivery documents on printed forms individual to a limited 
company, in order that the goods could properly be checked 
off at the point of delivery, quite often with L.F. transac- 
tions they will have either im documents or very scant 
* documenution. Where tbore are documents, It seems goods 
are often described in a vague and general manner. 
Quite a lot of L.F. operators nuke use of the cheap and 
mass produced ^'Challenge** type of aimple duplicate 
book, with the "cover name" of the L.F. opcmiion. eg. 
**A. N. Other*s Cash and Carry" stamped by rubber stamp 
at the top of the page instead of proper printed forms. 
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So if you have to stop such a vehicle, and you are 
suspicious because of these factors, never show your mease 
with the explanations supplied. Play-act that you were 
checking ror stolen goods or stolen vehicles and that since 
you have seen>the documents or heard the explanation 
you are absolutely saiisled. Try and remember all the detail 
possible, and note it do^ as soon as the vehicle is out or 
sight. 

It is vital that you regard your duties in this field as informa- 
tive rather than investigatory, and these snippets of suspicion 
should be passed on to a middle-ranking detective officer, a 
man who values your information as worth while. The stupi- 
cions of L.F. fraudsmen are easily aroused and if they are 
they will make subsequent inquiry difficult by carefully up- 
dating and improving the standard of their paper work, 
oi even by going to the extreme of absconding there and then. 
Consequently, if you have no alternative but to stap such a 
vehicle at say a road block, or in some similar situation, I 
repeat, pky-act the part of the dense Policeman^ easily satisfied 
by a brisk and Auent explanation, and thus blunt suspicion. 
You can change their poor opinion of your subtlety and 
intelligence subsequently, when you give evidence against them 

Safety when stopping vehicles 

I should now like to vary the specialised nature or these 
L.F. fraud notes, as they affect ordinary du|y oAcen, and 
speak generally again about the use of motor vehicles in 
criminal matters. First, a neglected aspect oT motor thief 
taking— safety. Policemen should always bear ui mind that 
there is latent in very many criminals a violent, even ferocious, 
streak of character. This applies particularly to thieves 
engaged in robbery and to travelling housebreakers, ir these 
thieves are also users of dangerous drugs, particulariy the 
hard drugs, this natural propensity may be heightened because 
you may well have come across them in abnormal condition. 
The same applies if you have come acrou them when thoy 
have taken some drink, perhaps after a celebration. If they 
are in company with their womenfolk there will be a tcanpUh 
tion for them to show off their masculinity and their €onicmp> 
tuous disregard of the law and Policemen generally. Violcnoa 
is very near the surface in such a situation. 

If these are the conditions when you interrogate them hi 
the street, at the wheel of a powerful motor car. reaJisrthey 
have there and then a weapon they can use against you. I 
mean the car. It can be driven at you, or the driver's door* 
can violently be opened and benged against you. Thus a 
primary consideration when stopping a suspect car is to find 
a safe and well-lighted place to do so-^fe for the occupant(s) 
of the car you intend to stop, of course; safe too for public 
traffic using the thoroughfare concerned; but fundamentally 
safe for you. Lonely places should be avoided, if possible. 
Never approach the vehicle walking towards its front. 
Trained PoHcemen are expensive and not easily replaced. 

When I served with a team manning a London "Q-boat**i 
in the finies, we made it a drill, when intending to stop vehicles, 
to have the Police vehicle driven to the offside, parallel to 
but slightly to the rear, of the vehicle in question. (Remember, 
we were in plain clothes.) Your Force may supply you with 
a suitable sign, but you can have made up, by index plate 
manufacturers, two index mark blanks one reading "Police", 
the other "Stop", in the celluloid letters used on these plates. 
These plates can be bolted one above the other on a piece of 
three-ply, with a simple brass handle at the back. This is 
convenient and effective, easily read by another driver, even 
at speed. You can fix a hclmel plate at the top of the board; 
this will give it a convincingly official look. Now that reflective 
number plates can be obtained such a sign would be even 
more effective, cspeciaHy at night when using a torch. 

The horn and gong of the Police vehicle would then be

sounded sharply twice, and the made up sign shown to the 
driver by the officer in the front passenger set of the Polwe 
vehicle. After ensuring (by the mirror) that it was safe to do 
so. our Police vehicle dropped back behind the suspeci 
vehicle, the distance between the vehicles being dependent on 
the joint speed, roughly one vehicle*s length for every 15 
miles per hour. When the suspect vehicle stopped, the POlwa 
vdiicle pulled up some 10 feet behind, offset sbout 2 feet to the 
offside, but with its front inclined some 1$ degrees to the right. 
Thus, when the Policeman from the rront passenger seat left 
to go forward to speak to the suspect vehicle's driver, he had 
real protection from the overtaking traffic flow, so important 
ia a fast moviM nMd. Tlie Mice driver ww also poailiooed 
conveniently to resume a moving position quickly id the 
traffic flow, if the following of the suspect vehicle became 
necessary again. The Police vehicle's engine wu not switched 
off. The third member of the Police crew was ready toconlaa 
iaformatioo room with a location and description of the su»> 
pect vehicle if something 'untoward occurred. It was his job . 
also to make an immediate and permanent written note oT 
these particulars, whatever happened, and then to walk 
forward to support his colleague. 

At night time the use of full faeadlampa to ilhuninata the 
■aspect car and its occupants ihould be within the discretion 
or the police driver. Hie man who fiist goea forward to speak 
to the occupantt should take with him a stout wooden dia^ 
board. It has sevciml advantages: it looks official; it is v^^B

Never go 
to the front of the suspect vehicle, unless the engine is 
switched off. If you are suspicious of the occupants look 
for the opportunity to get hold of the ignition keys. 
A thief's key ring shouts out "thief' to a discerning officer. 

" Usually he has too many for legitimate use. and most 
will not be the original factory keys. Be swpidous or scvenl 
duplicate igmtioo keys if their newno* and bcighiacM is 
obvious.

Watch for 

%Signs that a vehicle is being lived in. Food wreppd^^ 
crumbs, and other food scraps; also dirty clothing, par- 
ticularly soiled underwear, sleeping bags, and btankels. 
or course it may indicate oiUy untidy but honest trawelln. 
It may also indicate a nest of countrywide liavellhig "no 
fixed abode" housebreakers, or other thieves. A good 
look around vehicles parked in the waiting bays at motors 
way service areas, and outride roadside cafes, should Iw a 
drill you always carry out. If you have a plain clothes 
member of your car crew, he is the one to do it. Stolen 
or smuKled goods can be stowed in tlie front part of a 
lorry, and the middle and rear have innocent uauuMicial 
gear. TherefSrS look to the front first.

You 
we. they consider themselves soldiers, rather than "smart 
operators" who think the world owes them a living. 

This will show in their ordinary conveisation, where 
almost unconsciously they will use the jargon and phrases 
of their beliefs. They are also a little naive in criminal ways 
and are therefore (as Special Patrol Group experience has 
shown) more likely to make obvious mistakes when making 
up false index plates, or using counterfeit licences, both of 
which vtrill be quickly obvious to a keen Police eye. 
Anyway bear the sugcested contrasts in mind and use your 

nose—yes your nose— as well as your eyes and cars, when 



speaking to suspect driven in their vdikles. Ether haa M[ 
unmistakable smell; this is used in the mamifaclure of LSD

presence in the car of cannabis. 

Any imusual chemical odour emanating from a vehicle 
should be investigated. There is a marked variant between the 
odour on the breath of a driver who has had beer, and one 
who has drunk spirits. This is important as, no matter what 
bis external conduct is like, the man smelling of spirit is 
most likely the more intoxicated. Urge men, over say 16 
stone, can be quite drunk but externally appear only mildly 
"meny**. In suSh a case the latter odour can be valuabte 
consideration for you in deciding what to do. 

The pressurised cans that spray dtodorant or *'air 
freshener" have themselves a, slight but distinctive odour, 
slightly differing from brand to brand. Over-use of these 
pressure can sprays in a'ltehicle, otherwise dirty and untidy, 
can be very suspicious. Are the occupants trying to mask the 
smell of cannabis or other puivent chemical smeUt Bear this 
in mind on those nsotorway slope and good hick^ O 




A new courso in physical training

E, A. Walker, staff officer CTraining), 
H.M. Inspectorate of Constabultry. had exptained how the 
course had come about. With Mr. J. W. Houghton, secre- 
tary of the British Association for Physical Training, and 
Scrgt.

Scottish sherilTdoiiiB

A draft order abolishing the existing 
12 sheriffdoms and creating six new 
ones from I January 1975 has been laid 
before Parliament The order alten the 
boundaries of these new sheriffdoms 
from 16 May 1973 so that they are made 
up of areas relating to the local govern- 
ment areas under the Local Oovcmmem 
(Scothnd) Act 1973. It would be im- 
practical to reuin sheriffdoms to thdr 
present f oim as their boundarici would 
straddle those of the new local govern- 
ment regions and districts and the 
catchment ai^as would be unrelated to 
those of other court-user organisations. 

The new sheriffdoms are Grampian, 
HighUnd. and Islands; Tayside Central 
and Fife; Lothian and Borders: Glasgow 
and Strathkelvin: North Stnthclyde; 
and South Stnthdydc and DumfHei 
and Oalloway.

It providca for the examination of 
people entering and leaving Oreat 
Briuin both to and from Eire and

I am of the opinion diet the pubtrc 
counter at a Police station is a public 
place for the purpose of an offence of 
being drunk and disorderly contrary 
lo Section 12 of the Uoensiot Act 
|g72. as amended by Sectiini g of tha 
Liceming Act 19i)2. 

However in Fitlkt Review, no. 413) 
(31 March 1972). regarding a drunk 
and incspaMe at the casualty depart* 
menl of a hoiptUl. it was itated that 
when only mcmbcn of the public with 
a genuine interest can gain access to a 
hospital casualty department* for 
example persons seeking treatment and 
others accompanying them, wc take the 
view that such a place is not entirely 
a public one. On the facts given in 
the question no great difficulty wu 
acated by this opinion. 

However I think the casualty depart- 
ment of a hospital can be likened to 
the public counter at a Police station, 
and I therefore see serious difficullies 
with such a narrow interpretation of 
a public place for the purposes of the 
Licensing Act 1872. 

Suppose one of those wetting in a 
casualty department is drunk snd be> 



iummoned to attend. On arrival of the 
police this person continues to be dis- 
orderly and the question now is what 
action the Police can take. I And it 
difficult to think that in)ury or ilhieas 
makes you a special Class of person 
giving righta of access to a casualty 
dcparunMt since thb may inchidc 
anyone at any given time whether tha 
ilhtesa or injury is real or imaginary, 
with die consent of no person betng 
sought or given before gaimag acceK 
10 die casualty department.

Inflation crbatos many unceruin'ties 
but nowhere is the clement of worry 
stronger than among those whose entire 
income is in the form of a pension. 
Retirement pensions under the National 
Insurance scheme are the mott vulnerr 
able with their recipients all too 
comciout of the knowledge that their 
ttandard of living depends on the good 
will of gqvemmenta^which by and 
large Ibey have— end on the urgency 
with which governments turn good will 
into action. 

The Tories, for example, had pledged 
a sIXHnontMy review of pensions, the 
lint to take jdace in January-Pebniary 
1975. Labour was kaa specific though 
not leas coenmitted to protecting the 
wont off in the community. Mrs. Castle, 
in her speech to Parliament on 1 
November, said government was bound 
by law to increase benellit by next July 
but they had always said, they would 
consider the timing of the next uprating 
m the light of pensionen* needs. In the 
event due to the onward rush of in- 
flation, it was announced in the Budget 
on 12 November that this rise would be 
brought forward to early next April and 
that the goveniment was planning to 
make a further upnting In Deecmber 
1975 'in order to ctublish an annual 
cycle. 

Public service pensioners, including 
the Police, are more interetted in their 
occupational pensions for two reasons. 
Many of them are not drawing retire- 
ment pennons becauae they are ttill 
working or are too young, while t^e 
who are in receipt of' retirement 
pensions find that their occupational 
pension is the larger part of their in- 
come. However, the relevance of 
lovemment action on national retiie- 
ment pensiom ia that it will almost 
certainly set a pattern for all public 
service pensiona. and moct of the social

Police ofRceri retiring today 
draw pensions twice as large as those 
of older penttonert and thit dctpHe aU 
the pension adjuttmentt. When pensions 
werarrcgarded at bnmutaMe. Aneurin 
Bevan atartled the CDmmoni by saying, 
"Surety these pensions reprt 
sundard of Irving rather than 
tract to pay a fixed number of poun< 
which .constantly decrease in purchasing 
powerr'* It was at a time when inflation 
was moving very slowly and Bevan got 
little fuppon for his view. 

From there--and it was a long 
journey before we reached the Pentiont 
(Increase) Act 1971— we must move on 
to something which takes account of 
wage levels aa well at original ttandardt 
of living. Serving Police oflloen. 
conscious of the feet that their pention 
will match their current talariet. are not 
very interested in kmg-term pension 
problems. But it is what happens 10 
yeart on which compels belated interest; 
interest which would have been so 
much more powerful 6e/orr retirement
